Racine Should Regard the Interests 


of Farmers if City Would be , 


Benefited. 


The question is raised almost daily, 


Why is it, that Racine does not purchase 
a piece of land for market purposes, that 
is centrally locatdd,' and supplied with 
city scales and weigher. 


It is evidently not regarded with fav- 


or by the city officials, and is not count- 
ed of any consequence, whether farmers 
bring their produce to the city or not. 
But the fact of the matter is, that 
scores, yes, hundreds of farmers, will 
drive to Milwaukee and dispose of their 
produce and crops lor the simple reason 
that a place is provided by that city, 
where their interests are regarded, and 
where they are made to feel .welcome. 


It surely is shortsightedness on the 


part of our citizens not to attend to this 
matter. At present there is a so-called 
hay market, east of the city hall build- 
ing. It is indeed a fine place for a farm- 
er°to go with a load after a trip of ten 
or fifteen miles, his-team heated and tir- 
ed and himself chilled .with the drive 
to stand exposed to the lake winds that 
sweep around the unprotected vacant lot

here for years, only more so. Severa 
years ago a. bright idea entered tho fer

Thus in a. prohibition state the posses- 
sion of a United States license docs not 
license the person to conduct a saloon or 
pell for retail consumption, all the gov- 
ernment license does is to permit the 
owner of a license to sell and take his 
chanci* of any state laws. He can not 
possibly sell liquor without a government 
license, and with license he is at the com- 
plete mercy of any law of a slate.

T. P. Morgan. Senmtor Hmnna and OtJ»«n 


to Farther Ckarcli Work In Phllli>lnci.. 
A Washington dispatch 
says: Pier- 


pant Morgan and Senator Hanna are in- 
teresting themselves in behalf of the Fil- 
ipino. A statement has been issued sign- 
ed by George McCulloch Miller, New 
York; James L. Houghteh'ng, Chicago; 
William H. Crocker, San Francisco, and 
Samuel Mather, Cleveland, in -which it is 
said that the moment is ripe for the 
American nation to render an unprece- 
dented service to Christianity and for 
the church to save the nation. It is im- 
portant that American 
Christianity 


should be in a position to carry on such 
work among the natives (Filipinos) as 
will convince them of the benevoicnt in- 
tention of the people of the 
United 


States. The statement says: "In order 
that the church may not be entirely de- 
pendent on the uncertain gifts of distant 
contributors, a sum sufficient -to yield 
an adequate fixed income should bo rais- 
ed." 


The amount mentioned is $1,000,000, 


and the Morgan banking house is men- 
tioned as willing to receive this sum, the 
signers agrcing to "make such arrange- 
ments a* shall .seem best to secure the 
permanent holdings of the principal of 
the fund and the payment of the income 
for the use of the Filipinos:' 


It is said that Mr. Morgan gave the 


$100,000 to build the Manila Cathedral, 
but this cannot be confirmed, it being 
declared that the name of the giver is 
withheld "for the present.",.

A runaway which nearly cost the life 


ofHenry Lockhardt, a teamster employed 
by the Horlick Lime and Stone company, 
delivering ice about the city and who 
resides at Horlicksville, 
occurred last 


evening near the Horlick-Food company 
factory about 6:30 o'clock. 


When driving out of the yards of the 


Horlick Food company the animals took 
fright and .gave a sudden lunge throw- 
ing Mr. Lockhardt from his seat and be 
tween the horses, his left foot being 
caught just above the ankle in the gear- 
ing of the front wheels. 


The team ran west at a terrific rate 


of speed over the rough road, Mr. Lock- 
hardt hanging with his head down and 
being pounded against the road as the 
team sped on. The duct prevented most 
of the people from seeing the man below 
the wagon, but at intervals his screams 
for help could be heard. 


After being tosse-J about in this fright- 


ful manner, Lockhardt was dropped on 
the road about half a mile from the 
starting 
point in front of the Scars 


homestead. 


Julius Jappe of this 
city 
together 


with several other men witnessed the 
accident and rushed to the man's assis- 
tance. He was found to be in a semi- 
conscious condition, and was covered be- 
yond recognition with the dirt of the 
road which had been ground in on his 
clothing and body with the blood which 
was flowing 
from wounds 
in several 


places.

It was feared that the man would live 


but a few minutes and the poTiee ambu- 
lance was summoned. He was hastily 
driven to St. Luke's hospital, and as the 
'ambulance drove oVer 
College avenue 


Dr. S. C. Buchan ' was called to render 
what aid Was possible before reaching 
the hospital. 


After examining the man's body it was 


found that he had been terribly cut, 
lacerated and bruised, sustaining 
the 


most serioxis wounds in the face and 
skull. His left ankle was fractured and 
what the internal injuries are cannot be 
stated at this time. 


Everything possible was done to re- 


lieve the unfortunate man. He regained 
consciousness and spoke freely of how 
the accident occurred. 


The patient is resting quite free from 


pain today, and while the attending phy- 
sicians are hopeful of his recovery, it is 
impossible to tell how serious his inter- 
nal injuries will prove to be. 


Lockhardt is about 35 years of age, is 


a married man and resided at Horlicks- 
ville. He was one of the most trusted 
men in the employ of the company and 
expressions of regret are being heard on 
all sides.

873,247 Children of School Age 
With 280,000 Enrollment-There 


Are 5,575 Teachers-Only 


389 Men 


Out of Every 25,OOO Children Entering 


School 1,204 Graduate—Half of Theae 


Seek Higher Education. 


W. E. Curtis, in Record-Herald: The 


total number of children of school age in 
Chicago by the census of 3SGO was 873,- 
£47, an increase of more than 100 ;per 
cent in ten yeara and an average in- 
crease of 40,000 a year. At least COO,- 
000 of these children should be in the 
schools, whereas the 
enrollment last 


winter was "282,733. This fall if is prob- 
ably 230,000 in the public schools and 
about 80,000 in the private and paroch- 
ial schools. There is a large increase 
this fall in the~attendance at the par- 
ochial and a corresponding falling off in 
the public schools because of an order 
from the iicting archbishop of'the Chi- 
cago Roman Catholie diocese requiring 
all children to attend the parish schools 
for religious instruction for at least one 
year before confirmation. The effect of 
this order is already noticeable in the 
public schools in districts where the Ro- 
man Catholic, population is large. 


* c * * 


About 50,000 
of the 
children ' who 


started in at the public schools last 
week were newcomers, entering the kind- 
ergartens and primary departments for 
the first time. The increase of 'the' for- 
eign population is so rapid that at leuist- 
15,000: of these new children 
cannot 


speak or read the English language, but 
as a rule they will learn to speak' and 
read "as well as anyone within a year. 
" It will be seen from the figures I have 
given that not less than 300,000' children 
in the city of Chicago are kept out of the 
schools by the consent or at least the in- 
difference of their parents, which is a 
matter that requires serious attention. 
Perhaps half of them arc employed in 
factories and stores and are contribut- 
ing to the family support. The actual 
number is no doubt, much larger, be- 
cause last winter out of 203,000 children 
enrolled the average attendance was only 
211,203. 


A comparison with other cities shows 


that more children are habitually out of 
school, in the factories or in the streets 
in Chicago, than in any other great city, 
and in comparison with European cities 
the difference is startling. London has 
twice the. population of Chicago, but the 
school laws are so well enforced there 
that the average attendance follows very 
closely upon the census returns.' This 
is due largely to the vigilance of the 
ordinary policeman. IE a London, "cop" 
finds a child in the street or hanging 
around a tenement house he is required 
to ascertain the reason and give notice 
to the parents, and the laws against 
child labor arc much more strictly en- 
forced than in this country. In the cit- 
ies of Germany, Austria, Denmark, 'Nor- 
way, Sweden and Holland the officials 
are ranch more strict even than' in Eng- 
land. As a rule at least SO per .cent of 
the school population throughout • north- 
ern Europe, excepting Russia, are :in 
daily attendance, and in Norway and 
Sweden the percentage is .much higher.

The school houses of Chicago Trou'.d 


not accommodate all the pupils enrolled 
if they should be required to attend reg- 
ularly, for the number of sittings is only 
230,407, with 5,575 in the kindergartens, 
to accommodate 8,253 little ones enroll- 
ed, but the board of education hns leis- 
ed 346 rooms in private -buildings, which 
furnish 14,770 additional sittings. 


There 
are " 5,575 
teachers 
in 
the 


schools of Chicago, of whom 389 are men. 
Last winter the attendance of boys and 
girls ran about even, 133.421 boys and 
134,941 girls.

schools, 8,852, or 15 per cent, continue 
to the high school and an average of 1,- 
204 remain to graduate. 
More girls 


than boys go through all the grades. 
The boys can't spend the time. They 
are too eager to get into business and 
earn money, and too many of them are 
taken out of school by their parents. 
Girls are allowed to remain a little long- 
er.

sn of citizens charged with selling to In- 
lia-ns, 
does 
seem 
to furnish 
ample 


h-bunds for the belief of the Prohibition- 
Bts. 


But the general government goes even 


further and prohibits by orders through 
Its officials the retailing or selling of li- 
]uor in its foreign possessions and just 
Inch an order is in absolute compliance 
in Samoa. At one period a license was 
tes-ued to a. hotel at Apia but the naval 
governor proceeded to revoke the license 
and the owner oi the hotel, our vice con- 
sul, protested to the department 
at 


Washington, but the protest did not go 
and the license to sell liquor according- 
ly stood revoked and no liquor can be 
legally sold in our Somoan possession in 
the Pacific, The same can of course be 
flone in the Philippines though up to the 
present the government has contented 
Itself with holding to a strict accounta- 
bility those to whom its authorities have 
issued a license to retail intoxicating 
liquors. 


The government does now and has 


for many years regulated the selling of 
liquor in the manner that no citizen may 
sell unless he or she lias first received a 
revenue license, and this is indispensible 
preliminary to the issuing of a license 
by state authority. But the government 
does not grant license to sell a.uywheres 
i state law forbids the selling of liquor. 
This is to say the government will issue 
a license to any citizen paying the price 
both in prohibition states and otherwise, 
but this license in no manner gives the 
owner of it any right over the state. 
Thus in a prohibition state the posses- 
sion of a United States license does not 
license the person to conduct a saloon or 
Bell for retail consumption, all the gov- 
ernment license does is to permit the 
owner of a license to sell and take his 
chances of any state laws. He can not 
possibly sell liquor without a government 
license, and with license he is at the com- 
plete mercy of any law of a. state. 


Some have contended if the govern- 


ment can go this far it can go further 
and prevent, the conducting of a saloon 
altogether. A number of things are now 
regulated that years ago were 
not 


Steamed of being put under regulation, 
«pd in the general rush of things and 
He demand of reformers trying to reg- 
ufete their fellow men, it is very possi- 
ble prohibitionists sooner or later will 
Make just such a demand with persis- 
tence.

Congregational church of Chicago on

paper gives the following account of the 
affair:

pleased with the result. He said: 


'"To anybody who doubts the pro- 


priety of innovations in the music of our 
churches I want to reply by pointing to 


tfha-'S fine congregation we had this after- 
noon, the largest proljably that gathered 
in any Protestant church in the city." 


There is no reason whatever why the 


temples of the Almighty should not 
have within their walls, the display of 
artistrc gifts, gifts themselves granted 
by the Power reigning above for the 
pleasure of His people. It can be in no 
wise any reflection on any pastor where 
beautiful music, delightful 
singing, or 


even charming instrumental music is 
utilized to enthuse the souls of men and 
flatter their sense of the artistic. Why 
should not churches have attractions of 
this nature, in every way befitting the 
sacred edifice, if thereby people in great- 
er numbers may ba induced to attend de- 
vine worship. 


INCREASING TRADE WITH SOCTH 


AMERICA. 


Our trade with South America is in- 


creasing at a comfortaWe percentage and 
will continue to increase if our manu- 
facturers will only take more pains to 
make their shipments fit in with the lo- 
cal conditions, that is -the methods oi 
packing, and also conform to the wishes 
and tastes of the people with whom they 
desire to trade. European 
nations for 


many years have enjoyed a practical 
mono-poly of the trade of this hemis- 
phere ibut they have been more patient 
than -have we and they have endeavored 
to please the native as to taste, both, in 
goods and as to packing methods. They 
have further also.conformed to the na- 
tive rerruirements of long time credits 
and this has teen accomplished largely 
through the "banks they have established. 
Again the European nations have estab- 
lished steamer lines which have acted as 
a -most potent factor in getting trade, 
and they have not been slow in the mat- 
ter of seeing to it that their war ships 
stopped occasionally at the importation 
ports. 


Between all these things, this country 


has never enjyoed the trade naturally 
belonging to it. But of late our expand- 
ing commerce seems to have overflowed 
into the South American countries and 
the trade figures are showing comfort- 
able increases. Additional steamer lines 
have 'been established and every such 
line has increased our business south of 
the circle. But one thing is needed bad- 
ly and that is a first-class steamer line 
between the Brazil-s and New York, this 
would bring to us a largely increased 
business with Brazil, and materially help 
in the other countries adjacent. With 
the success of this line would come oth- 
ers and with each additional one, fresh 
accessions of trade. The best 
recipro- 


city -is that which will cause our manu- 
facturers to please the native tastes, 
both in manufacture and method of 
packing, and the establishing of steam- 
ship 
lines, supplemented by 
sailing 


freighters. 


LIBRAJflY TROUBLES. 


The Fond du Lac Commonwealth has 


the following: 


'The city of Madison has been in so 


much trouble ever since Andrew Carne- 
gie offered it $75,000 for a library build- 
ing, that the common council is about 
ready to decline the gift in order to re- 
sume 
the peaccfulness enjoyed 
before 


there was a library building in sight. 
Mr. Carnegie has been wise enough to 
make his gifts conditional on a guaran- 
tee that ample support /would be given 
the library when completed, but he might 
have gone a step further and provided 
against the almost inevitable neighbor- 
hood row which occurs when his gift is 
accepted. Fond du Lac escaped an or- 
deal of this sort but it is about the only 
city in Wisconsin that was thus fortu- 
nate." 


Well, Fond du Lac was not about the 


only city that was thus fortunate by any 
means, Racine did not even have the 
discussion that city 
had. The matter 


here was in the hands of men in every 
way able to grasp the situation and they 
did so with the general approval of the 
public. Naturally a few were disap- 
pointed that their sites were not chosen, 
but there was no outcry, no contention, 
and the site finally chosen was cheerfully 
acquieaced in by all. The site is now 
cleared of all buildings and the rubbish 
being removed. The plans are 
nearly 


perfected and at an early date actual 
building will be commenced. 


OHIO'S POMTICAL CIHCCS. 


•Mayor Tom Johnson is conducting a 


political circus around Ohio and the peo- 
ple are not throwing stones at it cither. 
In full paraphernalia, with every accom- 
paniment of a regular circus, this mayor 
of an American cvty of nearly 400,000 
people, is making an unholy exhibition 
of himself and has party, if he belongs 
to any party. There is a fitness in 
things tfbat some people fail to realize, 
and honest eloquence in a circus tent,, 
with the 'bellowing of lemonade sellers, 
popcorn sellers, and -the old smell of saw 
dust, not only seems out of place, but is 
practically impossible. Abraham Lincoln 
days did have the Republican wigwama, 
but these were entirely different. They 
were temporary structures erected in 
many towns and cities that remained 
during the campaign and in which people 
would gather to hear addresses made 
from time to time. 


But Tom Johnson is nothing if not a 


circus, anyhow. It is his way of doing 
things, am! about the style of things 
that would come about If he has "his 
way. Immensely rich, a millionaire sev- 
eral times over, personally he docs not 
rare. It is all glory and fame to him 
The Ohio people will have lots of fun, 
but as a result the Cleveland mayor will 
not secure lots of new votes for his can- 
didates. 
' 


THE OPEXISO 


The opening speech of Mayor Rose at 


Fond du Lac was not a strong effort. 
The matters laid stress on have liccn 
rubbed bare in -the scraps between the 
governor and- the opposers of his gri- 


mary reform. There was - nothing new 
and the expose of Senator Whitehead on 
the administration primary election bus- 
iness will stand-as n. masterpiece. 


There is nothing to be made by Mayor 


Rose taking this lay. Nothing in it. 
Republicans differing with-the governor 
on certain strictly matters 'of state pro- 
cedure will continue perhaps to differ, 
but- they will vote for the governor and 
not for Mr. Rose. The governor can is- 
sue all the platform diatribes he wants 
to and discuss Republican ethics as he 
is minded, yet Republican voters will 
not get off the track on that account. 


It is time wasted on the part of May- 


or Rose. He had better dwell on Jeffer- 
sonianism and reform tariffism and go 
back to the days of Farmer Taylor and 
of dear delightful George W. Peck who 
got picked up by some naughty schemers 
on some roster business. 


A DISAPPOINTMENT. 


The people hardly understand this se- 


verity towards our officers in the Philip- 
pines on the part of the executive of the 
nation. It would seem sufficient had 
been said about the attacks upon our 
army by the opposition political party, 
that would indeed have justified the 
president, not in refusing to approve of 
a recent courtmartial's verdict, but to 
justify the 
president 
in approving of 


them. In the case of Capt. Ryan a court 
martial on the charge of conduct preju- 
dicial to good order and discipline, re- 
sulted in a verdict of acquittal. The 
record as reported was as follows: Not 
guilty on a charge of administering the 
water cure to a prisoner for the purpose 
of extorting information. On the charge 
of ill-treating a prisoner by holding his 
head in a bucket of water, the court held 
not a criminal charge, and the officer not 
guilty. 


However, the president has refused to 


concur in the verdict, and has set it 
aside. . It would appear to the minds of 
citizens who have heard so much of the 
charges against our. troops in the Philip- 
pines by. leading Democrats and the offi- 
cial reports showing how very .much ex- 
aggerated most of the reports were, .that 
our 
men had defended 
themselves 


against the murderous, treacherous •" and 
lying Filipinos by the only means with- 
in their power, that the least the presi- 
dent might do would be to concur-in the 
verdicts as -brought in by t'ne court mar- 
-tials of the army. In the case of Capt. 
Ryan there will be a distinct public dis- 
appointment that the president has seen 
fit to publicly visit with his disapproval 
the verdict acquitting an American offi- 
cer of charges unbecoming an officer, 
and thus branding for life a brave and 
efficient officer 'of the army. 


ADDITIONAL XATIOXAI, BASKS. 
The result of recent legislation by con- 


gress affecting national banks, enacted 
at the last session is resulting in large 
numbers of new banks being started. 
From JIarch 15th, 1900 to August 31st, 
1902, 1,141 new banks were organized, 
having a capital of i565,534,500, and says 
an account, "The number of active banks 
ha3 increased from 3,017 on March 14, 
1000, to 4,618 on Aug. 31, 1002; author- 
ized capital stock, from $616,303,095 to 
?707,774,69G; bonds on deposit as secur- 
ity for circulation, from $244,611,570 to 
$322,041,680, and 
bond-secured circula- 


tion from $216.374,795 to S310,407,580. 
Circulation secured by deposits of lawful 
money on account of insolvent and li- 
quidating associations and by those re- 
ducing their outstanding issues has in- 
creased from $38,027,935 to $41,875,105. 
During August forty-two national banks 
were organized, with an aggregate capi- 
tal stock of $1,430,000." 


These are not all new banks, 587 hav- 


ing been reorganized from conversions 
from state banks and reorganization of 
state and private banks, 044 having an 
aggregated capital ot $34,614,500 being 
entirely primary organizations. 


THE llEASOJf TVHV. 


The question has been asked before 


but a subscriber arises to ask in the Chi- 
cago Chronicle what sort of a pull Hen- 
ry Watterson and W. .1. Bryan have on 
the Associated Press that their fulmin- 
ating editorials should be promptly tel- 
cgruphcd all over the United States, 
where, as he says, editorials in Chicago 
papers possessing greater literary ability, 
better common sense and more attractive 
presentation of public questions, are ig- 
nored. 


But this subscriber should remember 


if W. J. Bryan and Henry Watterson 
wrote in any such common sense fashion 
their effusions would certainly not be 
telegraphed at all. What people are in- 
terested in is something out of the com- 
mon, illogical, thunderous trash and a 
sounding of loud cymbals. 


The intimation is made Bryan of Lin- 


aoln will be a candidate in 1904 if there- 
fore it seams necessary to him to assume 
the leadership in order to prevent the 
last captures of. the free silver element 
by the gold Democrats. There have been 
just a few too many states apparently 
captured in the preliminary skirmishes 
nf 1002 to suit Bryan, and before the 
mischief is perpetuated he will arise and 
smite the gold bugs. In fact there never 
was much doubt but that Bryan would 
bi! a candidate in 1904. It is of course 
possible he may -have concluded if t!io 
party captured 'by him In 1S6S, was cer- 
tain to place in nomination in 1004 a freo 
silver man, guaranteed all solid, 110 mix- 
ture, not to become a candidate, but as 
this is now manifestly rapidly 
passing 


out of the realms of any certainty ami 
into the regions ol a good deal of doubt, 
Bryan will once more assume the leader- 
ship and impress himself on his party. 


Politicians generally throughout the 


coiirt'try perhaps understand 
very well 


the pretenses made toy a few eastern men 
to; control things. President Roosevelt, 
if re-nominated, will not be indebted in 
any manner whatever to these men now 


busily engaged in annondng their state 
delegations will te for him. There are 
some Republicans who assert that cer- 
tain leaders have not yet secured.a.bill 
of sale which transfers their party:, abso- 
lutely .to one or two 'or; even .three men. 
If the president is renominated; it will 
only 'be 'because a pu'blic sentiment I so 
demands ' and not 'because a senator . or 
two alleges he «an vote Ms state as he 
is so minded. 
It is about time this sort 


of thing ivas sat down upon anyhow, and 
the Republican voters have a.-habit oc- 
casionally of overthrowing the schemes 
of political promoters who utilize 
the 


party to forward their own personal am- 
bitions and control o£ offices. 


Before a great while the soldiers of 


the republic will, 'fay Virtue of order from 
headquarters, be dressed in a sort of 
olive green, and the blue uniform so en- 
deared -to the country will lie a thing of 
the past. When that sorry .day .arrives 
people will mournfully witness the trans- 
formation and wonder why. The coun- 
try •will have to revise its songs, so 
many telling the story of the old days 
when loyalty fought treason, and as to 
new songs, it will 'be a long- time 'before 
the adjustment can be made >that will 
admit of the song writers accustoming 
themselves to writing of the boys in 
green. It is predicted by some one in 
the east that the change of the 
army 


uniform will bring with it changes of 
importance not now perhaps thought of 
but by the- suspecting few, and that 
changing the whole course of sentiment- 
of a nation, may have consequences of 
moment. 


Something like 40 columns of speeches 


upon the isthmus canal questions were 
delivered in the senate alone, that is 
Congressional Record columns, wide and 
solid type, and the number of house 
speeches can not

These speeches embraced every variety 
of views, and evidenced most thoroughly 
the entire freedom, of discussion and dif- 
ference of views within party lines..

At no -time was there 
any intolerance and at no time were any 
party lines drawn whatever. It was a 
national question and national states- 
men argued pro and con. 


The Prohibitionists in a New York 


county are desirous of having a law en- 
acted that will compel every person who 
indulges in alcoholic liquors to take out 
a license which shall cost not less than 
$5 a year. An additional provision in 
the desired law; compels the advertising 
every six months of every applicant /or 
a drink license;.in the county official pa- 
pers. 
This illustrates the process that 


some people would adopt that the com- 
munity at large be necessitated to have 
ideas regarding their zeal in the work of 
reform. But communities, as a rule, 
where a public sentiment prevails that 
can control this sort of crankism are 
not affected by such zeal. 


The gain in manufacturers' exports 


steadily continues, the increase having 
been in the first callendar months of this 
year not quite.ten million dollars. The 
imports of manufactured materials dur- 
ing the same time was $30,000,000 great- 
er than during last-year. The exports 
for the first seven months of 1D02 have 
averaged up at the rate of • $37,105,000 
per month and the importations of ma- 
terial for manufacturing purposes at the 
rate of $30,000,000 per month. Iron and 
steel products are the only products that 
have not shown an increase in exporta- 
tion. 


Last year in Cook county, Illinois, 


there wore 111 persons arrested, on a 
charge of murder; there were nearly 450 
indictments returned against men on 
charges of attempting to kill, and in ad- 
dition there were several murders com- 
mitted for which no arrests at all were 
made. This is the record of one big city 
and proportionately Chicago is certainly 
no wickeder than are other cities. The 
proportion of murderers punished, 
ac- 


cording to the degree of guilt and as the 
law provides, is no larger in Chicago and 
no smaller than eke-where, and by far 
the greater num'ber escape all punish- 
ment, unless it may 'be that of tlieir own 
consciences. 


The trial of fuel pi! on ocean vessels 


has proven entirely 
satisfactory, 
and 


bobli officers and crews of one vessel, the 
Mariposo on Tier trip from Australia "to 
the Pacific coast wore perfectly delighted 
with results. On board this vessel had 
been detailed a naval lieutenant 'by the 
government to wateh the results of the 
trial, as ilt is intended to use fuel oiVin 
the government service instead of coal if 
trials are satisfactory. Of the trial on 
the Mariposa the naval officer could only

that the use of fuel oil haa been a com- 
plete success in every way.

placarding of their buildings with im- 
menso placards and signs and the defac- 
ing of natural scenery. A traveling cir- 
cus out west 1ms gotten in trouble on 
this account, that 
is 'its bill posters 


have, for placarding a barn without the 
owner's consent and after a refusal had 
been given. But whatever reason there

Keeping out Nervousness.—It is said 


that nervousness is .kept out of the ce- 
lestial empire -by the Ttse of soft shoes. 
The hard shoes worn 'by western nations 
are the cause, doubtless, of much wear 
and tear of nerves, and there is little 
doubt that we should be far more even- 
tempered and .pleasant members of so- 
ciety if we wore soft shoes, at least in 
the house. After a fatiguing day im- 
mense relief is experienced by exchang- 
ing outdoor 'boots for soft-sole shoes and 
the relief is not merely in the matter of 
comfort to the ieek, but in the absence 
of noise as we move about. 
Therefore, 


for other people's sake- as well as our 
own. WR should toy no means neglech to 
remove our thick and noisy 
footj;ear 


when the need for it is over. Tired feet 
and tired nerves will find mueh comfort 
in a, warm foot bath with a handful of 
salt in it. Paddle -about in this till the 
water cools, dry the feet carefully with 
a rough to-wel and don fresh stockings. 
If one could take time in the middle of 
the day to change stockings for a fresh 
pair it •would be easier to -keep the foet 
warm a.nd to ward off rheumatism. 
Tender 
feet may be strengthened by 


bathing and then rubbing them with 
methylated spirits before retiring for the 
night and another excellent plan is to 
swathe them with a bandage dipped in 
alum -water. 


"Shock" in Burns.—"Shock," which is 


always present in severe burns, requires 
the administration of stimulants. The 
amount' of shock or collapse after 
any 


bad injury or sudden fright differs with 
ibe character of individuals. Somer suc- 
cumb to it much more readily than oth- 
ers. • When serious the temperature 
drops below normal, the face 
is pale, 


pinched and anxious, the pulse slow and 
feeble, the body-bathed in a cold perspi- 
ration. Sometimes the mind wanders. 
Place the patient at once in a horizontal 
position, the head slightly raised. Ad- 
minister stimulants, alcoholic or aro- 
matic vinegar. If whisky or brandy is 
used, give them a teaspoonful to a table- 
spoonful of hot water every ten minutes. 
Surround the body and legs inside 
the 


thighs and under -the armpits with hot- 
water bajgs, hot stones—anything to 
give warmth—but take care not to burn 
your patient. If the injury is to the 
head follow 
the same treatment, 
but 


omit the alcoholic stimulant.

The 
natural health of youth defies it, 'but 
when this growing time is past and na- 
ture no longer supplies the body with 
multiple force there must be deteriora- 
tion unless we take some measures our- 
selves to preserve the beauty of youth 
ar-d to arrest the advance of age tokens. 
One of the best means possible for this, 
where the skin is concerned, is massage. 
This supplies the skin with the blood 
which in youth is supplied unconscious- 
ly and it preserves the tissues and tex- 
ture as long as it is employed. Such 
massage as this need be ibut little else 
than pressure, to call the blood to tijt 
surface of the skin and to keep it alive 
and active. With the tips of the fingers, 
at least once a day, every inch of space 
on the face and neck should be gently 
but firmly pressed and kneaded, not so 
as to cause a soreness, but so that the 
Wood is called to tlie very surface and 
every smallest cell is flooded.

Freckle and sunburn lotions or oint- 


ments should be applied at night, but if 
you would use a little discretion in pro- 
tecting your face during the day these 
marks could be kept away to a great de- 
gree. 


For a children's luncheon a decoration 


which will attract the eye of the little 
folks is a mold of damp sand, having 
flou-ers pressed in, to srmulate a little 
flower garden. It should be bordered 
with leaves or moss. 


Don't use much soap on the face; once 


or twice a week is sufficient, ordinarily. 
Use warm water, always rinsing with 
cold water. Warm water cleanses; cold 
water prevents the skin from chapping 
or getting rough. 


All knives should be carefully cared 


for w'hcn not in use. It is beat to keep 
them in a box with sifted quicklime, the 
blades being completely covered by it. 
The handles should be kept free 
from

To cream butter easily heat the bowl 


a little by pouring hot water in it and 
pouring out again. It must not tie ihot 
enough to melt the butter. 


Pure grape 
juice—a delicious a«id 


healthful drink—is as good hot as cold. 
It should bo mixed for this service half 
and half with hot water, with a bit of 
orange or lemon peel added. A few 
cloves, perhaps one to 
each 
cupful, 


steeped with it, adti to the flavor. 


Rice and onions haven't the apparent 


affinity of rice and cheese, for instance; 
nevertheless a very acceptable dish may 
•be fiind 'by combining the two vegetables 
in this way: Boil the rice until tender, 
then turn it into a colander and stand-it 
where it will drjr guickl^. Melt some 


butter in a frying pan and in it fry a 
sliced onion. Add the rice, first remov- 
ing the onion, and stir it about. Drain 
from it all superfluous grease and salt 
the rice 'before serving. 


Eggs in batter is a dish that is relished 


in the sickroom if properly prepared. 
Butter one of the little individual dashes 
in which eggs are shirred. Mix one ta- 
Wespoonful and a half of thick .cream, 
one tablespoonful of stale 'bread crumbs 
and one-fourth of a teaspoonful of salt: 
spread a teaspoonful of the mixture over 
the bottom, of the shirrer, hreak an egg 
over this, being careful to keep the yolk 
intact, put the rest of the mixture over 
the egg and bake moderately from six to 
eight minutes.

make a pint of pulp and add to 
them 


one tablespoonful of lemon juice, enough 
sugar to make very sweet and one-half 
box of gelatine which -has been soaked in 
a half cupful of water then melted over 
hot water. Stir occasionally till the mix- 
ture is quite thick, then add one pint of 
thick cream which has been whipped "to 
a stiff froth. Turn into a -wetted mold, 
and when firm turn out and serve with 
whipped cream heaped around it.

ordinary tariff charges- on all exhibits. 
This is the -edict of the National' Stock 
Exhibitors' Union.

granting of the terms they proposed. 


No attempt was made at the meeting

or next year. After that, in case the

air associations is not sufficient to force
